Frau. N. Y., Aug. 2.—Chautauqua is 
aga l alive with people. For several days men, 
wonten, and children, with boxes and bundles of 
gro description, have been pouring in from 
ev direction, untl every nook and corner of 
the ground is teeming with life. Chautauqua 
bag lost none of ber charms. The facilities for 
the comfort of the weary pilgrim are much 
greater than ever before. Cottages of beautiful 
and commodious patterns have been credted, 
hotels enlarwed,and the grounds greatly im- 
proved. Never before has there been 
more taste and energy displayed in the 
line of improvemenss. The crowd that 
gathered to-night at the cight annual opening 
of the assembly was immense. On the spacious 
rostrum were seated representative men from 
all parts ot the country. in the choir-loft a 
chorus of 300 voices, and before them an au- 
dience of at least 6,000 peqple. The old audi- 


torium, at which place, from custom, the open- 


ing exercises are always held, was brilliantly il- 
luminsted by the electric light and innumerable 
magi? lanterns and many colored liguts. The 
sight from the rostrum, as we look out upon 
a sea of intelligent faces that stretched 
out until lost in the shadows of the 
forest, was inspiring. There is something 
about Chautauqua that is peculiar. There are, 
perhaps, a hundred places as beautiful. The 
water of the lake is common water, the shores 
and sloping hills are not grand; but still Chau- 
tauqua is renowned the world over. The fact 
is, Chautauqua is not merely a place, but an 
idea, full of meaning and power. It is here the 
@inday-scbool teacher comes for inst: uction 
and encouragement. It is here the delver after 
the facts of science and the beauties of litera 

ture in the C. L. 8. C. movement comes 
for improvement and culture. 0 
here the weary teacher gathers inspiration 
in the enthusiasm of the teacher's retreat, and 
the student of language tinds food for refiec- 

tion in the School of Languages. Dr. J. H. Vin- 
cent, the great Chautauqua leader, who may 
be said to be the head and brains to the Chau- 
tauqua movement, in dis opening speecb, 
welcomed the old Chutauquans back again to

FIVE DOLLARS TO BOSTON. 


At last the long-predicted cut in east-bound } 


passenger rates by the Chicago & Grand Trunk 
Railway has come. At 2 o'clock yesterday aft- 
ernoon posters were stuck up at the windows of 
the Grand Trunk office announcing that it would 
sell tickets from Chica.o to Boston via Port 
Huron, Toronto, Montreal, and Central Ver- 
mont Line for $5. Purchasers are required to 


pay $15 at the Chicago office, and are given an 


order on the Boston agent of the Company to 
refund $10 on presentation of the order in ac- 
cordance with the contract, which must be 
signed by the original holder of the ticket with- 


in sixty-four hours after leaving Ubicago. This - 


precaution had to be taken iu order to prevent 
the iocal rates from going to pieces and make it 
impossible for scalpers to speculme in the 
tickets. Without these precautions any one 
desiring to go to any point ok the Grand Trunk 


Road where the rate is over $5 could buy a Bos- . 


ton ticket and save money. As itis, these tick- 
ets can only be used by bona fide passengers to 
Boston, as they can secure the rebate of $10 only 
upon identification by signature, Besides, the 
tickets cannot be beid for future use, as the 
druwbuek order must be presented at Boston 
within sixty-four hours after the purchase of 
the ticket, and theretore they will be of little use 
to scalpers. In spite of these precautiong the 
Grand Trunk did a rushing business yesterday. 
From 2 o'clock p. m., when the cut was first 
officially announced, until 5 o'clock bp. m. it sold 
over sixty tickets, and by the time the cut be- 
comes generally known there will be, no doubt, a 
great rusb. The announcement ot the cut 
by the Grand Trunk did vot cause much of an 
excitement, as it was generally knowr that such 
action would be taken during the present week. 

So far no steps have been taken by competing 
lines to meet the rates made by the Grand 
Trunk, but everything indicates that the Van- 
derbilt roads will take a band in the fight within

VERY CRITICAL INDEED.

and narrowly missed planting a bullet in bis 
brain. They struck the wrong man, for Mo- 
Guirk sent one of them off with a ballet in his 
leg, and sent another bullet powieg through 
Ryan's scalp. With ruffiaus of Ryan's class to 
deal with, K is no wonder that the police go to 
extremes, and they should not be censured for 
what they did in this last case until ali the 
facts are brought out legally and weighed up

The Hartford Life & Annuity Insuarance o 
Hartford, Conn., presented its annual state- 
ment and other papers for a renewal of its au- 
thority for 1881. An examination for its plan of 
assessment of life-insurance in its satety-fund 
department raised serious doubts as to its right 
to transact that kind of business in this State. 
This question was submitted to the Attorney- 
General for his opinion, who decided adversely 
to the right of the Company to issue such poli- 
cies, holding that such department or branch 
was, to allintents and purposes, a separate and 
independent company. 

The Company was thereupon advised that no 
renewal of its authority would be granted, and 
no certificates issued to its agents tor the trans- 
action of that business. 

Three companies appear in this report, and 
have been duly licen which had not at the 
date of the last report authority to transact 
business in this State—viz.: Connecticut Gen- 
eral, and Continental of Hartford, and Metro- 
politan of New York. 

Upon a subject that has attracted a great deal 
of public attention— : 

COOPERATIVE INSURANCE— 


— language of the report is herewith given, as 
ows: 

The number of Cooperative or Assessment 
Life-Insurance Associanons has increased dur- 
ing the past year to such an extent that the 
Legisiatures of a number of the States, by the 
enactment of laws partially regulating the busi- 
ness and subjecting these institutions to the su- 

rvision of tne State lasurance Departments, 
ave endeavored to sécure to the members 
whatever temporary benefit there may be in the 
system, and to protect them against the specu- 
lative abuses the system has given rise to, and 


the frauds and crimes the speculation bite fos- 


tered. The rapidity with which these institu- 
tions have — 8 and the gross irregulari- 
ties perpetrat under them in some places, 
which have called forth denunciations 
from the press and „ abund- 
antly testify that the business, except where 
it is an adjunct of an association or society 
whose field of usefulness has a much wider 
range than the mere function of life insurance, 
has departed very far from the principles of 
charity and benevolence which gave rise to the 
system. Experience teaches that men are not 
su eager to give themselves up to works of char- 
ity aud benevolence. When these associations 
are started as independent organizations, they 
are conducted for the profit of the few who 
manage or coutrol them, or fur worse. 

As the Legisiature of this State has not seen 
fit toenact any laws with special reference to 
these Coéperative Life Insurance Associations 
incorporated under laws of other States, the 
construction of the act of March 26, 1869, regu- 
lating the business of life-insurance in this 
State, with reference to them, became an im- 
portant question. This department has held 
that they were subject to the provision of this 
act, and that the amendment of March 28, 
1874, to Sec. 31, Chap. 32, Revised Stat- 
utes, which declares that “Associations and so- 
cieties which are intended to benefit the widows, 
orphans, heirs, and devisees of de mem- 
bers thereof, and where no annual dues or 
premiums are required, and where the members 
shail receive no money as profit or otherwise, 
shall not be deemed insurance compauies,“ ap- 
plies only to associations organized under the 
act thus amended which provides tor the incor- 
poration of associations and societies not for 
pecuniary profit. In other words, 
amendment is to be construed merely as a per- 
mission for such associations and societies to 
organize under the general corporation law of 


this State, and an exemption, when so organized, » 


trom the requirements of the life-insuraace 


laws.

THe address of the Nihilist Executive 
Committee to the American people is a sus- 
picious document, though it purports to have 
beey forwarded from St. Petersburg in “ the 
special correspondence of the New York 
Sun.” Itis valuable chiefly as a certificate 
of character to Mr. Leo Hartmann, the cele- 
brated train-wrecker, who, as he boasts the 
solitary achievement of having blown up a 
number of innocent mén, women, and chil- 
dren, cannot be thought to be entitled to a 
cordial reception in this country. The ad- 
dress is signed by The Executive Commit- 
tee of the Russian. Social-Revolutionary 
Party.“ Whatever its origin may be, it states 
important facts in a forcible way. The 
people in Russia,” says the Committee, are 
only a taxable force which is bound to fur- 
nish despotism the means to prolong its 
infamous existence. Money and S0l- 
diers,—that is what our monarchy is 
feeding upon. The lot of the educated 
classes is not less sad. If these sym- 
pathize with the poverty and misfortunes of 
the people, they commit a crime that is se- 
verely punished. The press is gagged. Even 
science is fetterred so far as its deductions 
are concerned. The independence of the 
public at large does not go beyond this, that 
any one may commit suicide without a per- 
mit of the authorities, or may die from 
starvation.“ The Nihilists claim that they 
are the Abolitionists of Russia,” and de- 
mand the sympathy of the American people 
on that account. But when was abolition of 
wrong ever wedded to assasination? Assas- 
ination is itself a wrong, and a greater one 
than despotism. With all péaceful agita- 
tion, with open rebellion, or with a revolt of 
the Russian; people against their despotic and 
cruel Government, the American people will 
be in sympathy; but they can never be 
taught to believe that assasination is an 
honorable, or a brave, or a useful mode of 
warfare.

Mrs. J. S. LowRLL's paper read before the 
Boston Conference of Charities last week 
has excited much attention in the Eastern 
press.

missioners, who are politicians and nothing 
more. The attempt of the Mayor to appoint 
a person of a different character was resisted 
by the Board of Aldermen, laid over for 
eleven weeks, and at last accounts had not 
been acted on. The Commissioners, being 
appointed for such reasons, naturally choose 
subordinates possessing the same kind of 
abilities. The consequence is, that there is 
neither stability nor efficiency in the service.

cumbents of 513 offices in New York insti- 
tutions there were 232 resignatioffs and 81 
dismissals. In the New York City?@insane 

ylum, with 96 officers employed, there 
were 92 resignations and 42 dismissals, 
making 134 changes. A remarkable contrast 
to this condition of affairs is found in the re- 
ports of the London charitable institutions, 
where, out of 1,785 officers and employés in 
1879, only 9 resigned, and 24 were dismissed, 
while 76 were superannuated with allow- 
ances of $16,500. The other evil in the New 
York system is the granting of large sums of 
money to private institutions which are not 
subject to the supervision or control of the 
Board of Charities and Correction. Much of 
the money so appropriated is squandered, 
and a considefable portion of Be re- 
mainder is improperly used. Mrs. Lowell 
believes that there should be a system of 
public supervision and control for all ap- 
propriations of public money; that the tenure 
ot office should be during good behavior; 
that juvenile delinquents shouldbe received 
and treated exclusively in separate institu- 
tions; that the charities should be divorced 
from the corrections department; and that 
every prison should be a reformatory. Her 
views have been stated in a plausible man- 
ner, and her arguments seem to have made 
animpression on the dense minds of those 
who usually control such institutions. in 
N  § York City.

Such a record of crime for a single day 
ought to set the authorities, and the Courts, 
and the people of Chicago to thinking. The 
license which the municipal powers have ex- 
tended to the disreputable classes, the delays 
and the leniency which the administration of 
justice has afforded criminals, and the ap- 
parent indifference of the public to the grow- 
ing number of crimes of violence, are 
conditions which have certainly exer- 
cised no restraint upon manslaughter. 
Now it is high time to test the op 
posit course of treatment. Let us have 
some hangings. Let the lines be drawn 
closer about the low dives where the de- 
praved of both sexes consort, and where 
mast of the deadly assaults originate. Let 
the punishment for carrying concealed weap- 
ons be increased, and the law more vigilantly 
enforced. In other words, let the strong arm 
of society assert itself more vigorously 
through all its agencies. 

lt is a curious fact that the heated season 
of the year is prolific ot murders, assaults, 
and vielous altercations. Men and women 
mingle together more freely on the streets 
and in public places than they do in cold 
weather. The brutal classes ply themselves 
with bad liquor, which increases the irrita- 
bility growing out of hot weather. Bad tem- 
per, thus stimulated, finds a readier oppor 
tunity in summer for venting itself in as- 
sault. The following table of murders in 
Chicago during the past few years will sus- 
tain this theory:

It will be seen from the above table that 
more than half of all the murders committed 
in this community during the past seven 
years occurred during the four warm months, 
and of these nearly twice as many were com- 
mitted in the warmer months of July and 
August as in the cooler months of June and 
September. The uniformity of this exhibit 
is pretty conclusive evidence of the inciting 
causes of the heated term, which, for the 
rest, are founded in the reason ot things. 

Still another inference is warranted from 
the showing of the above table. During the 
seven years in which 176 murders have been 
committed, only two men have been hanged. 
Sherry and Connoly suffered the death 
penalty for their crime in the year 1878. The 
murders of that year were at the minimum, 
and remained so during the succeeding year. 
During the three years previous to their 
hanging the number of murders ranged | 
from twenty-five to thirty. After the hang- 
ing they decreased to seventeen à year. 
During last year, when there had been a 
lapse af two years without a hanging, the 
number of murders increased to thirty-six, 
and this year, at the rate of the past six 
months, will. produce forty-five or fifty mur- 
derers. It may be safely concluded from 
these facts that the laissez-aller policy, in- 
volving legal technicalities and delays, false 
sentimentality, corrupt juries, and tender- 
hearted Judges, may better be abandoned 
for a fair test of more rigorous treatment. 


THE RIVER ROUTE FOR GRAIN. 
On account of the vast surplus of grain in 
the West the barge system of shipping grain 
by the Mississippi on foreign consignments 
has made considerable headway during the 
past year. But it is characteristic of the St. 
Louis people to construe the first spurt of 
new trade to mean that their city is destined 
to monopolize all the Western grain trade, 
and become the great metropolis of the West. 
Accordingly, the St. .Louis newspapers a 
couple of months ago were filled with jubila- 
tions over the prospective seizure of Chi- 
cago’s grain trade, and some of the St. Louis 
people became inflated with the idea that 
about all the grain exported from this coun- 
try would go to Europe by way of the Mis- 
sissippi and the Guff. This route has been 
promoted by the formation of a Barge Trans- 
portation Company, with Jay Gould 
behind it, but it has been found 
that transportation by river cannot 
compete against lake rates, hot weather, 
shorter distance, and quicker time. Indeed, 
the railroads, yielding to the influences of 
competition, have made such rates that the 
bulk of shipments from St. Louis is now 
made by rail to the East, instead of by river 
to New Orleans, and of course that city does 
not handle a pound of freight under such 
circumstances that would naturally come to 
Chicago. The St. Louis people do not seem 
to understand the mission of the river route. 
Its chief usefulness consists in keeping 
down freights between the West and the At- 
lantic shipping points in the East during the 
season when the public has no protection 
through lake navigation. It is for this rea- 
son that Tue TRIBUNE has looked with favor 
on the competing river route, and there, is 
not now, and never has been, any danger 
that St. Louis and New Orleans might mo- 
nopolize the business of Western grain ship- 
ments. 
A recent St. Louis statement of the cost of 
grain transportation via the Mississippi esti- 
mates the cost of shipping by. river to New 
Orleans, including insurance, at seven cents 
per bushel. But grain is now taken 
by lake from Chicago to Buffalo at 
from one and three-quarters to two 
cents per bushel. Grain at Buffalo is worth 
about the same for shipment abroad as at 
New Orleans. That is to say, the combined 


Buffalo to New York, Boston, or Montreal 
do not exceed much the ocean freights from 
New Orleans to Liverpool. Itis well de- 
termined that corn cannot be safely carried 
by the Southern route during hot weather. 
and it is doubtful about wheat. Certainly 
» Shippers will not take the risk and incur the 
greater delay at even the same rates, much 
less when they can get better rates by the 
Eastern route on water and by rail. The use 
of barge transportation by the Mississippi 
must almost necessarily be confined to the 
winter season, and then Chicago is as much 
as St. Louis in favor of making the most of 
| itas a means to keeping rallroad rates at a 
reasonable figure. 

Aside from the greater risk and delay of 
the Southern route, it has other disad van- 
tages which cannot be overcome. Of all 
the grain started on the way East, fully 
three-fifths is taken on the road for domestic 
consumption. None of this certainly will 
ever go by way of New Orleans, nor any of 
it by way of St. Louis from territory which 
is geographically tributary to Chicago. In 
foreign shipment, the East Atlantic ports 
have a constant advantage in the other busi- 
ness that is done.

It will never be possible to 
make the longer distance with less business 
at so low a rate for American produce as the 
shorter distance with greater business. The 
advantage of a larger volume of exchanges 
made within half the time they can be 
effected by way of New Orleans will always 
tell in favor of the Eastern ports, and hence 
attract grain shipments in that direction upon 
anything like equal terms. The Mississippi 
barge-route can serve the whole country by 
keeping down railroad freights, but it can- 
not rob Chicago of its grain business. 
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PRESENT USES- AND THE FUTURE OF 
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It is reported from Washington that there 
will be a demand in the South for some 10,- 
000,000 of standard silver dollars from the 
New Orleans Mint during the movement of 
the cotton and sugar-cane crops in the South. 
It is further predicted that.this coin will

have subsided.” If both these statements be 
accepted as correct, they simply go te show 
that the“ buzzard” dollar, as the goldites 
are fond of calling standard silver, has its 
uses. The $10,000,000 of silver cannot be 
withdrawn from the New Orleans Mint ex- 
cept in a legitimate way. . The Government 
neither gives money away nor loans it out. 
If silver is the most available money for ac- 
celerating the movement of the cotton and 
sugar crops in the South, it is a 
public advantage ig have this coin, 
and the whale country would suffer from 
the absence of the same. It may 
Well be doubted whether all this silver, once 
witkdrawn and distributed among the col- 
oredpeople who work in the cotton-fields 
and anong the sugar-cane of the South, will 
find it: way back very soon into the public 
vaults. We should think it likely that the 
blacks Weuld retain a part of it, unless they

There is certainly no other kind of money 
so well adapted to hoarding, or so convenient 
for circulation among a people of small 
means and modest wants. 
amount should gt back into Government 
vaults it would onl) reach there, as it came 
out, by legitimate neans, and there is no 
safer place where it coula be kept until again 
needed. It will still d represented in the 
Government reserves of specie, and to that 
extent will at once increise the volume of 
the currency and assist in suring the solid- 
ity and safety of our circulatng money. 

The use for silver thus exhibted is a time- 
ly evidence that the United States will not be 
embarrassed by the prospective dday in ar- 
riving at an International Monetary Union 
Which shall recognize both silver am gold at 
an agreed ratio of value. If the influnce of 
Great Britain and Germany is to be umd to 
retard such a project, our Governmeni has 
the power to protect the people of this coen- 
try from all danger of a plethora of silve. 
The American coinage of the standard dol- 
lar is restricted by law. There is not now 
any more silver coin in the country than can 
be used to advantage. It is stated that deal- 
ers have run up the price of silver bullion so 
high as to render its purchase impracticable. 
Such a condition will temporarily sus- 
pend further coinage. When Congress. 
shall meet it will have _ transpired 
from the reporis of the American Commis- 
sioners to the recent Monetary Conference 
whtther or not the International Monetary 
Union is likely to be established in the near 
future. If not, an indefinit suspension of 
silver coinage can be ordered. The people 
of the United States will have uses for all 
the silver coins now on hand, and the prod- 
uct of the American silver will be sent to 
the London market to be sold there for what 
it will bring. The European countries will 
be obliged to pay in gold the American bal- 
ances against them. We shall be in a posi- 
tion to wait and see who will tire first of 
such an arrangement. The suspension of 
silver coinage is the policy which the Ital- 
ian Commissioner to the late Paris Confer- 
ence has recommended to his Government. 
If this is to be the turn ot affairs for a time, 
the people of the United States can afford to 
fall into the same direction and await future 
developments. 

THE AFGHAN MUDDLE. 

Abdurrahman Khan, whom the English 
placed upon the throne at Cabul not long 
since with such a flourish of trumpets, is in 
a fair way to be bounced therefrom by the 
claimant, Ayoob Khan. England has the 
mortification of seeing Russian influences in 
the ascendant. The London Times is sure 
that the folly of the English withdrawal from 
Candahar, and the hastily patched-up settle- 
ment at Cabul last year, is now apparent. 
All round the board it seems to be conceded 
that England has made a muddle and put her 
foot into it. ) 

Ayoob Khan has shown himself to bea 
man of ability and courage. In March last. 
when the British forces were about evacuat- 
ing Candahar, he sent a mission to their 
headquarters claiming that the throne of 
Southern Afghanistan belonged to him, that 
he would hold the country in the interests of 
England, but if it were given to another he 
would take it away from him, and he has 
made good his word. He had reason to be- 
lieve that Candahar would be given to him, 
as the English commander, Sir Donald Stew- 
art, announced to the notables of the city a 
year previous that “there was no chance of 
Candahar again falling under the authority of 
asupreme ruler in Cabul.” Notwithstanding 
this assurance, when Abdurrahman was 
placed on the throne of Cabul by the English 
Candahar was placed at his disposal. The 
English evacuated it and left the people at 
his meréy. Ayoob then resolved to take the 
field. Ih two months’ time he mustered an 
army by appealing to religious fanaticism, 
On the 25th of June he left Herat with 
about 5,000 men and started for Canda- 
har,—a mareh of 400 miles. In twenty 
days he had accomplished 300 miles, 
ij which would be good marching for 
any army. At the end of this time he 
encountered the army of Abdurrahman, 
6,000 strong. By his superior strategy and 
fighting qualities in three hours’ time he 
‘completely routed it, captured all its guns 
and material, and Candahar was in his pos- 
session. Now Ayoob, flushed with victory, 
isin full march upon Cabul, with no enemy 
in his way, for that portion of Abdurrah- 
man’s army which did not desert him was 
completely dispersed, and Ayoob gains ac- 
cessions all along his route. It is entirely 
probable that before long we shall hear of 
the Cabul Ameer flying from his realm and 
the victorious Ayoob entering the city. The 
Calcutta correspondent of the London Times 
thus sums up the dangers ahead:

A CORRESPONDENT of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, who is vouched for by that paper as 
trustworthy, has made some examination ot the 
workings of the coercive teetotal laws in Maine 
He reports that it is as easy to 
geta drink of whisky in Maine as in Ohio.” 
Drunkenness was never more prevalent in the 
former State. He bas this summer seen thirty 
cases of “drunk and disorderly "’ disposed of at 
an ordinary Monday morning session of a Maine 
panicipal court. There is not a town of 500 in- 
habitants in the State in which there is nota 
saloon, a drug-store, or other place where 
whisky can be bought, if not by the drink, then 
by the package. A brisk trade is carried on iu 
little flasks, which hold two drinks, and are ro- 
tailed for 25 cents \each. A few days ago 
the Mayor of Augusta issued a proclama- 
tion ordering all the saloons and places waere 
liquor was sold closed for the day, which was of 
itself a confession that the law is flagrantly and 
babitually violated in that city. The case is 
even worso in Vermont, The Legislature of 
that State atits late session passed the most 
ferocious prohibitory law in existence. It aims 
to make a social outlaw of every man who sells 
liquor; to break him up financially, and ruin 
hisfamily. But the law is so harsh that che au- 
thorities do not dare to enforce it, and liquor is 


as plentiful and drunkenness as general as ever. 


The landlord at the hotel in Burlington showed 
the correspondent how liquor was obtained. The 
latter moved up to an innocent-looking bar, 
adorned with pop-bottles, and asked for“ a drop 
of hop bitters.“ The barkeeper poured 
a few drops of something into a Class, 
and asked the visitor to help himself to 
„ Water from the pitcher. Tne pitcher proved 
to be half-full of whisky. At three drug-stores 
in the same town the correspondent was given 
whisky in response toa wink when asked what 
“sirup” he wanted at the soda-fountain. Six 
drunken men passed the hotel in one night, and 
the students at the University had a bacchanal- 
ian orgie in the small hours, which ended in 
several of them being put to bed drunk. In St. 
Albans a saloonkeeper sells whisky in two, four, 
and six drink flasks labeled as though ‘sold in 
Plattsburg. N. V., Just across the lake. Every 
flask sold to-day, for instance, in this Vermont 
town will bear the inscription: Solid by J. C. 
Crumley, Plattsburg. N. Y.,on the 3d day of 
August.“ But the most amazing device was in 
use in a small town south of there. The water- 
cooler of a cigar-shop is made with a false back 
and conceals a pipe connecting with a small keg 
of whisky up-stairs. The faucet is 80 
constructed that when it. is pressed 
down ice-water is given forth, and 
when a small button underneath is touched 
whisky is obtained. This tap was patronized by 
county and town officials, including a Justice of 
the Peace before whom violators of the law 
were brought for trial. There are many float- 
ing saloons in Lake Champlain which cater to 
the tastes of thirsty Green Mountain boys on 
the Vermont side. The expenses of prosecu- 
tion in the County of Windsor last year were 
$20,000, while the fines collected were only $8,000 
Physicians are paid $2 for each whisky prescrip- 
tion. These are some of the statements of the 
correspondent. They would be deemed incredi- 
ble but for the fact that the character of the 
man who makes them is well vouched for. 


* THE audacity and criminal negligence of 
Postmaster-General Key” in the cate of the 
star-route frauds are shown, says the New York 
Timea, in the record of Route No. 46,120. between 
Soledad and Newhall.

The influence of some real- 
estate speculators overshadowed the interests 
of the people whom they wickedly misrepresent 
in the City Council, and they voted in effect to 
burn up the North Division again.

Ir must have been a disagreeable surprise 
to the people of the North Division to have seen 
that five of their eight Aldermen were fire-bugs 
and voted in the Council for Hildreth’s in- 
cendiary scheme. Here are their names: 
William 8. Young and Adam Meyer of the 
Fifteenth Ward; Chris Meier of the Sixteenth 
Ward; John Murphy and Ed P. Barrett of the 
Seventeenth Ward. They voted toabolish the 
construction of brick or stone buildings north 
of North avenue. The Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Wards are south of Hildreth’s fire line 
and therefore were exempt from the operations 
of the speculators’ incendiary scheme, and yet 
Chris Meier of the Sixteenth and Young and 
Meyer of the Fifteenth. actually voted for it!

Frank Lawler. He worked against the ordinance 
before the Council niet, and then voted for it! 
He admitted that there was nota man in the 
Eighth Ward that favored the scheme, as far as 
he knew, or that asked him to vote for it, or op- 
posed his voting against it. And there is not a 
foot of his ward that reaches to Ashland avenue, 
the proposed fire line. Still, he went back en 
bis word and the wishes and interesté of his con- 
stituents and voted to build up a forest of pine 
which some 
day would surely burn it up. The Eiguth- Ward- 
ers must be especially proud of their Alderman. 


Nor one of the fire-bug Aldermen was 
able to show thata pine cottage with the pres- 
ent high price of lumber could be built fora 
dollar less than the cost of a brick oottage of the 
same size. They ranted and mouthed about the 
necessity of little cottages for poor men,“ but 
not one of them produced the facts and figures 
showing that a little tinder-box cottage would 
cost less to construet than a little brick cottage. 
When they were Confronted with the fact that 
common pine boards had advanced within a year 
from $10.50 to $17 per 1,000 feet they had not a 
word to say; but they voted for the incendiary 
scheme all the same.

Thompson—One Morning’s Batch of 


Letters. :

I believe in all that is essential to thé growth 
and exaltation of humanity, but I cannot for 
my life comprehend the necessity of so many 
diferent ways of worshiping and honoring our 
Maker, and the necessity of so many different 
routesto heaven. I believe that greater good 
on earth and bonor to His holy name would be 
attained if some of these numerous churches 
were turned into school-houses or workshops. 
Just look over that pile of letters, and you will 
find applications for means to accomplisb all 
sorts of things. Here is an application for a 
contribution to build a church in Arkansas cost- 
ing $30,000, which, if I grant, I am promised that 
the name and the amount given are to be en- 
graved on a tablet and placed iu 
the church. This is a solicitation 
money to pubjish a medical k, 
which the writer says is ‘a gigantic’ de- 
nevolent work.’ This is from the financial 
agent of a Western college. He says: I desire 
you to enjoy with us the luxury of building up 
and sustaining it. Weneed a larger endowment 
and new building—would like the pleasure of 
giving you a prominent place in the history of 
the college.“ 

This letter is from a woman asking for $200 
in cath, or if she cannot have that amount, $26 
to enabie her husband to join the Odd-Feliows, 
when, if he gets sick, he will receive penetits. 
Chicago writes and says that he wants $4.000 to 
buy a grocery with, and that if he bad sucha 
start he could manage to support himseif and 
family.’ This one is from Missouri. A physi- 
cian with a family and an income of $1,200 is in 
need of surgical instruments, and requests me 
to send them at once. He incloses mea long 
list of articles that 1 never heard of before. 
Here is one from a temperance lecturer, who 
invites me to aia him in the broad field of phi- 
lanthropy’ by sending bim about $75 worth of 
‘illustrated views.” And a married lady 
from — City, in this State, writes to 
ask, would I be iso kind in my Fra- 
cious goodness to provide her with pock- 
et money, as her husband is one of those kind of 
men who thinks more of his money than of his 
family, consequently keeps a tight hold upon his 


> purse-strings. Then here are a dozen or more 


solicitations for money to start or sustain news- 

apers, etc., ad infinitum et ad nauseam. These 
etter applicants are easily disposed of by filing 
their letters. Not so with those who are within 
personal reach of me. They come. And it by 
chance lam induced to give aid or even au- 
dience to one of those who hare a request or a 
scheme to benefit mankind, I am at once pos- 
sessed of an affliction worse to get rid of than 
the neuraigia. To give, to assist. to investigate 
and then refuse to continue. is to be just like a 
a woman’—whatever that means. Burt after all 
said and done, to become disgusted with trying 
to do good, because the object benetited is un- 
worthy, is to render charity a worldly caicula- 
tion, and not the impulse of a grateful heart. 
That a fellow-creature suffers is sufficient rea-

BRITISH FAIR TRADE. 
PROGRAM OF THE FAIR TRADE LEAGUE.

TRIBUNE from London last night that the 
National Fair-Trade League of England, 
which is opposed" to free trade except with 
the British colonies (of course), and anxious 
to tax articles of food produced by foreign 
countries, had just prepared a program of its 
object and purposes which would soon be 
disseminated throughout the world, and 
upon which it was proposed to forward agita- 
tion. This program states that a duty should 
be levied on all articles of food from foreign 
countries, the same being admitted from the 
colonies and dependencies which are 
prepared to take British manufacture in 
reasonably free interchange. It is especially 


directed against the protective duties levied , 
by the United States, Spain, and Russia. It 


also alludes to the unfair competition of 
produce raised upon virgin and untaxed 
lands by a wasteful system of agriculture 
which restores nothing to the soil. Promi- 
nent members of the Produce Exchange 
here who were conversed with to-day on the 
subject were of opinion almost unanimously 
that the British people were so greatly 
DEPENDENT ON THE UNITED STATES 

for the food they consumed that they would 
never adopt any such policy, and there was 
no probability of such a measure taking hold 
of the masses. It was therefore not a 
subject of alarm in any way to the produce 
dealers. Mr. J.8. Gore, who is a member of 
the Cobden Club, says that he believes the 
movement is nothing more nor less than an 
electioneering war-cry.
